ST. IGNATIUS, BISHOP, MARTYR. 

St. Ignatius, Bishop of Antioch, 
was the discipie of St. John. When 
Domitian persecuted the Church, St. 
Ignatius obtained peace for his flock 
by fasting and prayer. But for his 
own part he desired to suffer with 
Christ and to prove himself a perfect 
disciple. In the year 107 the Emperor 
Trajan came,to Antioch and gave the} 
Christians their choice of apostasy or 
death. “Who art thou, poor devil,” 
the Emperor asked, when Ignatius 
was brought before him, “that dares 
set our commands at naught?” “Call 
not him a ‘poor devil’ who bears God 
within him,” was the answer of Iz-' 
natius. When the Emperor asked him | 
what he meant Ignatius explained | 
that he bore in his heart Christ cruci- 
fled for him. Thereupon the Emperor 
condemned him to be torn to pieces by 
wild beasts at Rome. Ignatius thank- 
ed God for*honorin fen, “binding | 
him in the chains of St. Paul, His 
apostle.” He was conveyed to Rome, 
with only one fear in his heart, that 
of losing @ martyr’s crown. He was 
hurried into the Roman ampitheater, 
and there was devoured by lions. The 
beasts left nothing of him but his 
bones. These were reverently pre- 
served at Antioch, until their removal 
to the Church of St. Clemnt, in Rome, 
in 637. After his death many Chris- 
tians, in a vision, beheld him standing 
before Christ, interceeding for his 
people.

The AVE MARIA quotes from an 1811 Almanac some 
of the Blue Laws of Connecticut, and calls attention particu- 
larly to these; 

“No one shall keep © hristmas. No priest shall abide 
in the dominion: he shall be banished, and suffer death on re- 
turn. Priests may be seized by anyone without a warrant.” 
This was long after the Middle Ages, and in America. Never 
did a Catholic State devise such laws against Protestant 
ministers. 

Contrast this intolerance with the tolerance proclaimed 
by law in the Catholic colony of Maryland. 

“History since has verified the saying that “persecution is 
the best aid to the cause persecuted.”” At this time there are 
460 priests in Connecticut, and the older ones will be succeed- 
ed by the 813 young men now preparing for the pries thood 
for that state. The observance of Christmas was interdicted 
by the Connecticut Laws, but now it is “a greatest religious 
festival kept in Connecticut, as it is in other states. The 
Catholic Church has progressed tht Ponape it attended 
to its own affairs, and its efforts have been directed towards 
building up rather than toward tearing d@éwn, It has positive 
religion to teach, and therefore there is no need for its minis- 
try to engage itself in a fight on other religions.

THE PROBL EM OF REL IGIOUS 


To one, who has st question with thoroughness, 
the impressions, made by a perusal! of many utterances of 
Protestant ministers on religious edueation from pulpit and 
press, must be mixed. One is at once struck with the evident 
sineerity of many of them, while not agreeing with their 
solutions at all. Nearly all of the mistake of 
looking to the State to disperse the almost universal ignor- 
ance of religion against which they inveigh. This seems to 
be a natural tendency when such strong currents are running 
toward Paternalism. Many economists, unduly influenced 
by the extensive propaganda of Collectivism, question that 
there are any natural rights at all. Meantime a lot of earnest 
men, disinclined to make an exhaustive research into the real 
causes of the prevailing irreligion, are advocating ‘the tineh: 
ing of religion in the public schools. Here is what they com- 
plain of: “The result of this laék of moral and religious 
training is naturally disadvantageous to the best. interests of 
our nation... Ignorance on the »art of our children as 
to Biblical and moral standards is alarming.” At the same 
time such reformers should remember that the Bible was 
never more extensively circulated nor more extensively. read 
than today. The root of the evil seems to lie in the patent 
fact that readers of the Bible make few generalizations as 
they read. Honor, in a way, is paid to the Bible as the “Word
